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BACKGROUND 

A Notice to File Missing Parts was received on June 12, 2002 requiring the 
submission of a sequence listing and executed oaths and declarations for the ten named 
inventors. A response to the Notice was filed on September 12, 2002 including (a) the sequence 
listing; (b) executed oaths from nine of the named inventor; and (c) a Petition Under 1.47(a) for 
one uncooperative inventor. At the time of filing this petition, inventor Lourdes L. Bermejo was 
uncooperative and attempts to reach her were unsuccessful A decision on the petition under 
1.47(a) was mailed February 4, 2004 dismissing Applicants' petition without prejudice and 
requiring that any request for reconsideration be made within 2 months from the mailing date of 
the decision.
